Justin Bomboko, head of Col. 
Joseph Mobutu'’s College of 
Commissioners, said the decree 
placed everyone in the province 
under the military jurisdiction 
of Mobutu’s army. 

It was doubtful whether the 
decree could have much immedi- 
ate effect in the areas on Orient- 
al Province held by military 
police force loyal to imprisoned 
ex-premier Patrice Lumumba. 

Bomboko said that Kasavubu 
signed the martial law decree 
on Monday. He said Mobutu’s

New Budget © 
To Cope With 
U.S. Policy 


Finance Minister Mikio Mizu- 
ta told the press yesterday that 
the Government would compile 
a new budget with cross refer- 
ence to the dollar-saving policy 
of the United States. 

Another important factor to 
be reckoned with in the com- 
pilation of the fiscal 1961 budg- 
et, he said, will be the Govern- 
ment’s plan to double the na- 
tional income in 10 years. 

To cope with the U.S. dollar 
saving policy, Mizuta said, the 
Government will make special 
efforts for the expansion of Ja- 
pan's foreign trade. 

Quoting an estimate recently 
worked out by the Economic 
Planning Agency, Mizuta said 
that the immediate effect of the 
US. dollargaving policy ‘on 
Japan’s economy was negligible. 

He observed that the Ameri- 
can dollar-saving program 
would cut effective demand for 
Japanese products by 0.2 per 
cent. 

Mizuta further told reporters 
that despite the U.S. measures, 
he did not think it necessary to 
revise the Government's trade 
liberalization program for the 
time being. 

He underscored the need for 
a reduction in the official rates 
of the Bank of Japan in order 
to prepare Japanese industry 
for the liberalization of trade, 
which will get well under way 
next year. 

Meanwhile, the Finance Min- 
istry is expected to finalize its 
draft national budget for fiscal 
1961 some time around Dec. 28 
or 29 with the total figure esti- 
mated at ¥1,840,000 million. 
The figure, however, excludes 
the coming year’s scheduled tax 
reduction scale. 

The Ministry expects a na- 
tural increase of ¥350,000 mil- 
lion in tax and other revenues 
concerned, 

The Ministry’s draft budget 
will be shown to various min- 
istries and agencies at a Cabi- 
net meeting to be held Jan. 5. 
Following budget negotiations 
between the Finance Ministry 
and other ministries and agen- 
cies, a final Government draft 
budget is expeeted to be fixed 
around Jan, 7.

Income Tax Bill 
Going to Diet 


The Government at its vice 
ministers conference yesterday 
decided to submit to the cur- 
rent special Diet a bill for revi- 
sion of the income tax law in 
a step to lower income taxes. 

According to a draft of the 
bill, the revision bill will cover 
measures to lower withholding 
tax on salary and wage. They 
include a new exemption of 
¥90,000 for a spouse, higher 
exemptions for dependents, 
lower taxation rates for those 
whose income is less than ¥700,- 
000 per year and a uniform 
exemption of ¥10,000 for salary 
and wage earners. ° 

Under the new system, for 
example, a married man with a 
monthly salary of ¥30,000 would 
pay ¥720 a month as income 
tax as compared with ¥1,024 at 
present. 

A person supporting a family 
of five on a salary of ¥50,000 
og month, would pay a month- 
y income tax of ¥1,657, or ¥952 
less than now.

CAIRO (UPI)—Official gov- 
ernment sources Wednesday’ 
said the United Arab Republic 
has decided to withdraw its 
paratroop contingent from the 
Congo and called on other 
Afro-Asian countries to adopt 
joint “decisive action” to safe- 
guard the Congo's independence 
and unity. 

The decision, the sources said, 
was due to the United Nations

planning to adopt with the 
other Afro-Asian countries 
which have contingents in the 
Congo. 

It was still uncertain whether 


the contingent from the Congo 
or only from the U.N. command. 

Official sources said the UAR 
still was considering Ghana's 
proposal to form an Afro-Asian 
command in the Congo, 

Cairo’s withdrawal decision 
marks a turning point in UAR 
policy toward the United Na- 
tions over the Congo crisis. 

Until now, Cairo had backed 
up the United Nations while 
striving to rally support for the 
recognition of Patrice Lumum- 
ba as the legitimate Congolese 
premier. 

But Lumutmba’s arrest marked 
the breaking point for the UAR. 
Cairo newspapers Wednesday 
attacked the United Nations for 
its role in the Congo. Al Ahram 
launched its first attack on 
President Eisenhower's policy 
toward Leopoldville.

Rear Adm. Roy S. Benson, 
commander of the Pacific sul 
marine force which In 1941 was 
almost all that stood between 
Japan's might and the crippled 
U.S. bastion in the Pacific—said 
the memory of that day should 
remain fresh always in the 
minds of Americans, but he 
asked that it be a memory with- 
out hate, 


Benson was one of the 100 
persons Who stood on a plat- 
form over the sunken Arizona 
to pay homage to the more 
than 1,100 men entombed with- 
in her and as many more who 
died elsewhere in Pearl Harbor. 


“The ultimate completion of 
the USS Arizona memorial,” 
Benson said, “will be a constant 
reminder of the heroic deeds 
performed by our armed forces 
on Dec. 7, 1941. I believe most 
of us now feel that we were not 
attacked by the Japanese peo- 
ple but by forces under control 
of the socalled war lords. 


“The Japanese people had no 
control over the actions and 
events thus created. Our naval 
personnel who have had tours 
of duty in Japan since World 
War Il have been impressed by 
the friendliness, cheerfulness 
and ee of the Japanese 

e.” 

E. Tucker Gr-tz, chairman of

Human tissue was aboard a 
300-pound capsule carried in the 
satellite. The tissue would rec- 
ord the effects of radiation may 
have on future space travelers. 


Its recoverable capsule was a 
satellite laboratory, carrying 
human bone marrow, blood cells 
and “the membrane of the un- 
derside of a human eyelid.” It 
also carried algae and plant 
spores. 

An attempt at recovering the 
capsule from the orbiting Soot 
long satellite should come Fri- 
day if all goes weill—meaning 
the capsule will travel a million 


miles in space, officers 
said. 
“Right now,” an air force 


spokesman said, “it looks like 
we'll certainly leave the capsule 
up there for more than a day. 
But we'll have a final decision 
Friday.” 

Two hours after the 81-foot 
bullet-shaped rocket roared off 
its seaside launch pad, the air 
force announced the satellite was 
in orbit over the poles of the 
earth. 

The orbit of the satellite ap- 
peared near perfect for a recov- 
ery attempt. The air force an- 
nounced it took the 2,100-pound 
satellite 94 minutes to complete 
a trip around the world. It 
swung in as close as 150 miles 
and as far away as 450 miles 
from earth on its orbit, officers 
said.

Allays Local 
Trade Fears 


By The Associated Press 

American Ambassador to 
Japan Douglas MacArthur II 
said yesterday that President 
Eisenhower's measures to pre- 
serve the dollar “are in the in- 
terest of the whole community 
of free nations to which the 
stability of the United States 
doliar is important.” 


He said this in an unusual 
press statement designed to al- 
lay Japanese fears that Japan's 
prosperous trade with the Unit. 
ed States may have been se- 
riously damaged by the presid- 
ential orders. 

Japan is particularly affected 
by the directives to halt com- 
modity procurements financed 
by International Cooperation 
Administration (ICA) funds 
which amounted to $115,800,000 
in fiscal 1960. 


“This directive,” MacArthur 
said, “has received a great deal 
of attention in the press and 
in government and business cir- 
cles in Japan. Some of the 
comments and the apparent al- 
arm generated by this an- 
nouncement seem to indicate 
some lack of perspective about 
the overall picture.” 

MacArthur conceded that the 
volume of ICA purchases have 
been greatest in Japan of all 
the 10 countries listed in the 
directive but added “it would 
be wrong, however, to infer 
that Japan’s trade has been 
struck a serious blow.” 


He said the figure of $115 
million must be compared with 
Japan's total exports which the 
Government anticipates will 


amount to about $4,000 million 
in 1960. 


He also said it should be com- 
pared to Japan's commercial 
exports to the United States ex- 
pected to reach $1,200 million 
this year. 

He said the total of Amert- 
can military and ICA expendi- 
tures in addition to this would 
amount to approximately $500 
million, bringing the total of 
US. purchases from Japan to 
$1,700 million. 

“Even with the cessation of 
ICA procurement in Japan and 
some reduction in other non- 
essential expenditures, sub- 
stantial military and certain 
Other expenditures will con- 
tinue and Japan should con- 
tinue to have an overall favor- 
able balance of payments gsur- 
Plus with the United States.” . 

He noted that in 1959 Japan’s 
balance of payments surplus 
including goods and services 
amounted to $500 million. 

The ambassador also said it 
was important to note that ICA- 
financed exports in Japan will 
not disappear overnight. He 
sald ICA officials in Washing- 
ton believe the major effect on 
actual exports will not be felt 
until 1962. 

“In other words, with Japan's 
exports increasing as rapidly 
as they are, there will be time 
for the effect of declining ICA 
exports to be substantially off- 
set by increased Japanese com- 
mercial exports to foreign coun- 
tries.” 

Foreign Minister Zentaro 
Kosaka told newsmen earlier 
yesterday that Japan already 
had begun to orient itself away 
from reliance on offshore pur- 
chases and toward develop- 
ment of commercial exports.

Anti-Japanese feeling in West 
Europe is a major obstacle to 
expanding trade in that part of 
the world, an executive of a 
leading U.S. public relations 
sty executive said here yester- 

ay. 

In an exclusive interview with 
The Japan 
Times, Charles 
E. Allen, vice 
president of In- 
ter national 
Operations of 
Hill and Knowl- 
ton, Inc., report- 
ed that Japan's 
stature in West

“All the good that aad been 
exerted toward building up a 
favorable image of Japan was 
practically wiped out by these 
three incidents,” Allen said. “As 
a result, there is an urgent 
need for public relations in 
these countries to offset the 
damage.” 

Allen, who arrived in Japan 
on Nov, 29 in the course of a 
round-the-world business tour 
for his New York firm, pointed 
out that Japanese trade is vir- 
tually excluded from the Com- 
mon Market countries and Brit- 
ain. He called for an affirmative 
information program to bring 
the Free World up to date on 
the realities of modern Japan 
and the advantages to be gain- 
ed from trade with Japan. 

“The anti-Japanese feeling is 
a hangover from the war,” 
Allen said. “Europeans don’t 
forget and forgive as readily as 
Americans. When West Euro- 
pean papers carry frontpage 
pictures day after day of snake- 
dancing students storming the 
Prime Minister's residence and 
setting fire to police trucks, the 
people simply say “We told you 
so.” 


There has been no real pub- 
lic relations effort by Japan to 
change this feeling, he said. 
Western Europeans still carry 
around a prewar, stereotyped 
vision of Japan where low 
wages, market flooding tactics 
and political assassinations are 
the order of the day, he added. 

On the positive side of the 
ledger, the public relations lead- 
er said that there is good ac 
ceptance of Japanese capital 
and knowhow in the underde- 
veloped countries, especially in 
Africa and Latin America. 

“But these countries are not 
content with merely importing 
Japanese goods. They also de 
— technical assistance from

To offset its loss from the US. 
ban on offshore procurements, 
Allen urged Japan to strengthen 
its present Free World markets 
and also make a determined ef- 
fort to open up new markets in 
West Europe. He said there 
was a tremendous appetite in 
Europe for consumer goods and 
other products turned out in Ja- 


n. 
khes indicated the possibili- 
ty of expanding trade with Red 
China, the Soviet Union and 
other Communist bloc nations, 
but said such trading would be 
on a selective political basis, 
rather than an economic one. 

“These nations are interested 
in buying from capitalistic 
countries only those goods in 
which they are deficient and 
only so long as it suits their 
purpose,” Allen said. “Further- 
more, outsiders would always 
be in danger of having their 
market suddenly cut off for no 
apparent reason.” 

He doubted that the Commu- 
nist countries would permit 
trade on such a broad basis 
that it would make them de- 
pendent on Japanese industry. 
But he said it would be worth 
trying in order to keep Japan’s 
economic expansion program 
rolling. Allen, however, main- 
tained that the real solution to 
the problem lay in the cevelop- 
ment of Western markets. 

Allen said expansion of Ja- 
pan’s trade with the U.S. is 
hampered by such problems as 
import competition balance of 
payments and the change in the

“The unions are in a strong 
position to make their demands 
heard by the incoming admin- 
istration since they were a vital 
factor in organizing the vote for 
President-elect Kennedy, espe- 
cially in the big cities. Thus, 
there is a big public relations 
job ahead for Japan at the trade 
union level.” 

Allen pointed out that if West 
European markets let down 
their barriers against Japanese 
products, Japan must recipro- 
cate by easing its restrictions 
against their and step- 
ping up its trade liberalization 
program. American and Euro- 
pean businessmen are convinc- 
ed that Japan's trade liberaliza- 
tion program has not been 
meaningful up to now and needs 
to go much faster and much 
further, he said. 

In regard to the needy na- 
tions, the Hill and Knowlton 
vice president emphasized the 
need for Japan to sell the story 
of how it is helping to develop 
the economy of the country in- 
volved. 

Allen doesn’t foresee the need 
for export, quotas or other de- 
vices to regiment the Japanese 
economy. He said implied sanc- 
tions and friendly persuasion 
should be enough to keep com 
panies from flooding foreign 
markets or engaging in cutthroat 
competition abroad. 

“The Government should 
make use of public relations 
to explain such problems to its 
own industry,” he said. “These 
companies should be informed 
of the responsibilities involved 
in trading with other nations 
as well as the advantages,” he 
added. “A few reckless firms 
could could make it bad for all 
concerned.” 

Allen cited the work 
done in the U.S. through cultu- 
ral exchange, control of designs 
and patents and voluntary ex- 
port restrictions. Such methods 
together with business tie-ups 
could also be effective in Wes- 
tern Europe coustries,~ but 
a thoroughgoing information 
program is absolutely essential 
to paving the way for such 
things, he said.

Balko in both plays takes the 
role of the the suffering hero's 
wife with befitting dignity and 
just the right show of emo- 
tional affinity with the warrior, 
while never stepping beyond 
prescribed decorum. 

In this respect, the most 
earnest efforts of top actors in 
these old repertory pleces al- 
ways show this endeavor—how 
to portray character and hu- 
man emotion within prescribed 
stylizations and still reach be- 
yond the limitations. To ex- 
press much within rigid bounds 
has always been one of the 
tenets of all forms of Japanese 
art; and Kabuki too, once it 
set itself up on the road to be- 
ing art as well as popular en- 
tertainment, has necessarily fol- 
lowed this trend. 


Less Stylization 


And, surprisingly enough, the 
same trend has tended to cut 
down on really flashy styliza- 
tions. The result is that often 
an old classic piece, originally 
much more flamboyantly melo- 
dramatic even at its most trag- 
ic, has turned more truly into 
tragic drama after having been 
shorn to a Slight extent, of 
some of its more obvious exag- 
gerated gesticulations. 


While Koshiro is at his best 
in tragic roles, his brother Sho- 
roku (who also often stars in 
the same roles) is particularly 
adept at creating a sense of 
inimitable humor that is r- 
fectly in line with the old-Edo 
type of comedy. Thus, “Bun- 
shichi Mottoi” is right down his 
alley; and he makes a right 
lovable penniless reprobate who 
loses all his money at gambling 
and drinking.

Buying a Christmas Puppy 
(cont'd,) 

You have already decided to 
purchase a puppy for Christ- 
mas, now you have to decide 
what breed and what sex of 
puppy is most suitable for 
For example, if

As implied in the previous 
column, seek out a pet shop 
or a breeder who is reputable. 
By reputable, I mean with re 
spect to a person, kennel or 
shop who is noted for its sale 
of attractive, healthy puppies. 


Discuss with the seller as to 
whether or not he would object 
to the puppy having a physicai 
examination by a veterinarian 
prior to your purchase of the 
animal. Some reputable dealers 
include a health certificate at 
the time of purchase or they 
will issue a guarantee which 
certifies to the physical condi- 
tion of the dog as well as fur- 
ther guaranteeing the health of 
your new puppy up to seven 
to 10 days after the purchase 
date. Then if the dog is taken 
iil within this period of time 
and the illness did not arise 
out of your neglect, you can 
have the purchase price back 
or the choice of another puppy. 


In the actual selection of the 


puppy. you should be guided 
by the following: 


a. The puppy should not be 
younger than six weeks of age. 

b. Be sure the breeder of- 
fers more than one puppy of 
the breed in which you are in- 
terested. 

c. Look to the puppy which, 
to your own mind, is most re 
presentative of the breed, 

d. Compare his behavior 
with others of group. 
While not always true, it is a 
good rule of thumb that an 


one of the small 


active puppy is a _ healthy 
puppy. 
e. Look for brightness of 


eye, texture of coat and 
absence of physical deformities. 
In connection with this it 
might be a good idea to release 
the puppy from its confines 
and allow it to romp on the 
floor for a few minutes so as 
to observe it for lameness or 
other deformities, 

f. Assure yourself that the 
puppy is free of discharges 
from the eyes, nose and other 
body openings.

Africa in 
Of Better 


By GEORGES FRADIER 


It is a somewhat disturbing 
experience to visit the best 
secondary schools in Africa: 
bearding schools as old as 
Mfantsipim of the Cape Coast 
or King's College in Lagos or 
as new as the i § luxurious 


young ladies are given a perfect 
education at a cost of £60 per 
year to their parents and £250 
to the government); modern 
schools of admirable architec. 
ture such as the Gabre Mariam 
Grammar School of Addis 
Ababa or stark and somewhat 
industrial, like the excellent 
grammar school of Conakry. 


Everything is “like Manches- 
ter” or “like Toulouse,” just as 
across certain frontiers the 
schools, their appearance, their 
curricula, their regulations, their 
atmosphere, their whole life in 
fact, recalls Liege or Cadiz. 


The pupils happen to be Afri- 
can: that is the only differ- 
ence. As to the teachers and 
administrators, in exceptional 
cases as many as 30 or 40 
per cent are African; as a gen- 
eral rule, the proportion is closer 
to 1 per cent. 

Secondary education in Africa 
depends on the foreigner. Civil 
servants, missionaries, employes 
of “voluntary agencies,” and 
teachers come from Europe, 
America or even Asia, as 
Ethiopia and on the east coast 
where there are numerous In- 
dians. 

Present Schools Inadequate 

Nobody denies the work ac- 
complished by these various in- 
stitutions: it is thanks to them 
that Africa is now taking its 

lace in international life and 

t would hardly be an exaggera- 
tion to say that the independ- 
ence of the young African na- 
tions was born in these gram- 
mar schools and high schools. 

What is more, the whole edu- 


cational system of the new 
States still rests on these 
schools and will continue to 


rest on them for a long time 
to come. Nevertheless, they 
must now be considered inade- 
quate: they are too few in num- 
ber and, except In a few coun- 
tries, their development would 
be extremely difficult. 

A UNESCO inquiry in 22 
countries of tropical Afri- 
ca showed that in 14 of 
these countries the proportion 
of secondary to primary school 
pupils was less than 5 per cent. 

Moreover, there are only 
four countries where the pro- 
portion is higher than 7 per 
cent, which unhappily does-not 
mean that out of one hundred 
pupils more than seven com- 
plete a secondary and can pass 
the examinations corresponding 
to the British, General Certifi- 
cate of Education (Avanced 
Level) or the French baccalau- 


reat. 
To give one example, there

Desperate Need 
Middle Schools 


are approximately 5,000 Africans 
in Kenya secondary schools 
against 580,000 in the primary 
schools. In 1959, only 605 boys 
and 49 girls obtained the Cam- 
bridge School Certificate which 
must be followed by another 
two years’ school before it is 
ible to enter a university 
of technical college. 


The schools at present in 
existence would probably suffice 
to train good candidates for high- 
er education, but it would be 
a great mistake to regard 
secondary education as a mere 
stage and to imagine that only 
enough students are needed to 
fill the universities, medical 
schools and polytechnic institu- 
tes. 

On the contrary, secondary 
education should be regarded as 
a type and level of education 
with its own ends and which 
is sufficient in itself when it 
provides a unified training with- 
out necessarily leading on to 
higher education. 

it justifies itself as an ele- 
ment in raising the nation’s cul- 
tural level and also, as African 
educationalists emphasize, as a 
factor in economic, social and 
political development. Second- 
ary education is one of the 
necessary and sufficient condi- 
tions for the efficient carrying- 
out of a number of ,posts in 


rm commerce and the civil service. 


In the rural development pro- 
grams which are so vital to 
Africa today secondary educa- 
tion is indispensable for cer 
tain responsible positions, such 
as secretary or treasurer of co- 
operative societies. The need 
for administrative and technical 
senior officials, for skilled and 
semiskilled workers is growing 
everywhere; at its present rate 
of development, secondary edu- 
cation is not in a position 
to meet this need. 


No Technical Education 

The gaps are still more se- 
rious as far as technical second- 
ary education is concerned. 
Ghana, for example, has not so 
far been able to set up and 
maintain a _ single on 
technical school, pite the 
fact that it has more than 
500,000 pupils at school in a 
population of 5 million, despite 
its may secondary schools, its 
excellent vocational training 
courses érganized by the “Cocoa 
Board,” its 400 students at Ac- 
cra University and almost as 
many at the Kumasi School of 
Teohnology, and despite its ad- 
mirable school-radio system. 

It is easy to understand the 
reasons for these shortcomings. 
The first is that until recentiy 
it was not thought that an in- 
dustrial development would take 
place in the independent Afri- 
can nations. 

Additionally, whereas until a 
few years ago there were 
enough foreign teachers to teach 
languages, mathematics,. Latin 


grammar and similar accomplish- 
ments, it has always been very 
difficult to send abroad good 
instructors in engineering or 
electricity, good masters of in- 
dustrial design and applied 
acience. 

Teacher Training Imperative 

In the long run, however gen- 
erous it may be, this aid will 
not: be enough. Independent 
Africa will not obtain the com- 
plete educational system it 
should have and wishes to have 
so long as it must rely ex- 
clusively or almost exclusively 
on outside assistance which at 
best will suffice to keep educa- 
tion at its present level. .Bila- 
teral or multilateral assistance 
should henceforth be primarily 
devoted to the training of Afri- 
can teachers for general and 
technical secondary education. 

Africa possesses not one es- 
tablishment for the training of 
technical and vocational teach- 
ers. As to teachers of litera 
ture and science, they can only 
be obtained from the wuniver- 
sities which are only just be- 
ginning to provide the gradu- 


ates needed by industry, 
hospitals, the big agricultural 
plantations and the civil 


service. 

Six hundred of the thousand 
students at Ibadan University 
in Nigeria are studying science, 
medicine and economics; the 
400 others are not all studying 
education. This is only one 
example, but it is typical of 
most of the countries with 
which we are concerned. It is 
therefore vital to speed up 
teacher training by all possible 
means if a very serious crisis 
in secondary education, and 
hence in education at ail levels, 
is to be avoided. 

Appeal Issued 

The Ministers and Directors 
of Education of countries in 
Tropical Africa who met last 
February in Addis Ababa were 
fully aware of this situation. 
They made an urgent appeal to 
UNESCO requesting assistance 
in the creation and operation of 
regional institutions for train- 
ing the staff needed primarily 
for secondary schools. : 

UNESCO is trying to meet this 
request. Its program for 1961-62 
provides, among other projects, 
for the establishment in Tropi- 
cal -Africa of two regional 
centers which will train the 
staff needed for the teacher- 
training colleges. and for educa- 
tional research. 

Further, the United Nations 
Special Fund will enable the 
Organization to assist in the 
development of secondary ‘edu- 
cation. For example, it is pro- 
posed to set up a federal 
teacher-training college in 
Nigeria which will train set- 
ondary schoolteachers. The 
Fund would contribute’ $300,000 
to this project and the Nigerian 
Government $1,800,000.

Press of Asian Countries 


This lively discussion, in which 
a group of Asian students inter- 
viewed Alastair Hetherington, the 
editor of the Manchester Guar- 
dian, was presented over BBC 
Television a few weeks ago and 
was also broadcast in the General 
Overseas Service. Vital questions 
such as the freedom to gather 
news, the influence of news ,aper 
proprietors or commercial in- 
terests on editorial policy, and 
especially the position of the 
press in the new states, were illu- 
minated by Mr. Hetherington in 
reply to his questioners.—Editor 


Chairman (Mr. Khushwant 
Singh): The subject for dis- 
cussion this evening is The 


Press in a Free Society. 


M.P.D. Nair (Singapore): 
Would you please explain the 
meaning of “Freedom” as the 
press understands it. 


Mr. Hetheringtcn: Freedom 
to gather news, to publish it 
and to comment on it. Free. 
dom ‘that is, within the limits 
of reasonable laws of libel, ob- 
scenity, privacy, copyright, and 
so on. Freedom, in particular, 
from government interference 
and from pressure from power- 
. ful commercial interests. That's 
the answer in abstract. 


In particular, in your own 

rt of the world, if we take 
ndonesia, there is one editor 
who has now been under arrest 
for three years without tria). 
There are many other journal- 
ists in jail, Suspension of 
newspapers occurs frequently. 


In Ceylon, major parts of the 
press are under immediate 
threat of being taken over by 
the government. 

In Pakistan, recently, at least 
two reporters have been jailed 
for asking questions which the 
government thought too awk- 
. ward. 

In China (which is perhaps 
slightly outside our field), the 
press is entirely subservient to 
. the government—is a part of 
the government itself 

I would define freedom as we 
see it—as freedom to gather 
news, publish it and to com- 
ment on it without interference 
from the government, and with- 
out pressure from powerful 
commercial interests. 

Chairman: But there are 
other ways in which a govern- 
ment can and does jeopardize 
the freedom of the press, 
ticularly in countries where the 
newspapers are not very rich. 
I cam immediately think of 
two. 

Since newspapers are not rich 

to have reporters all 
over the country, they have no 
option but to take what the 


government - controlled 
agency gives them. 

And the other is even more 
insidious. In countries like 
ours the government is the lar- 
gest single advertiser, and all 
it has to do if it doesn't like 
a newspaper is to withdraw 
the advertising and the paper 
has to come down on its knees. 

Mr. Hetherington: There are 
very real dangers, of course, 
and when’ Il say freedom to 
gather news, if the means of 
fathering it—the news agencies 
—falis substantially under gov- 
ernment control, that is an ex- 
tremely serious limitation of the 
freedom of the press. Equally, 
if advertising comes substantia)- 
ly from a government, and if 
that government is more par- 
tisan in the way it puts about 
the advertising, again it 
can exercise a more dangerous 
control. 


Government Control 


Mr. Moses (Ceylon): In my 
country, and in several other 
Asian and African countries, 
the Government exercises con- 
siderable control over the press. 
Do you think this is ever jus- 
tified? 


Mr. Hetherington: Is it ever 
justified for government to ex- 
ercise control over the press? 
Yes, but very rarely. Only un- 
der exceptional—extremely ex- 
ceptional—conditions, and when 


it happens it's a most dangerous 
business. 


| would say it can be jus- 
tified only where the press it- 
self has shown itself to be ir- 
responsible, unrestrained, to 
have stirred up communal 
strife, to have grossly misbe- 
haved in such ways, and only 
where the recourse to the 
courts, only where using the 
law and an independent judi- 

the 


clary against press has 
failed. 


Now these are very excep- 
tional circumstances indeed. 
The press in Asia has an ex- 
tremely difficult job to do: I 
think a more difficult job than 
we have here, because it is 
dealing with countries where, in 
the nature of things, there is 
more chance of communal ten- 
sion, and where the level of 
education is generally lower. 


Now if the press incites black 


news 


par- against white, or Hindus against 


Muslims, or Tamil against 
Sinhalese, or (nearer home) if 
it incites Roman Catholics 
against Protestants, if it does 
this sort of thing, it deserves 
what's coming to it. But even 
then, the proper means to deal 
with it in the first instance, 


ought to be through the courts, 
and not by direct government 
control, 


Again, when a government 
does take control, it has a ter- 
rible tendency to go too far. 
In Pakistan for example, I 


think, the case against the press 
may be quite a strong one. It 
is evidently true that some of 
the papers were extremely par- 
tisan in their presentation of 
political events, that they ac- 
cepted bribes, and worse than 
that, one or two of them went 
in for outright blackmail, 


They said to people: “Either 
you give us a bit of money 
or we print something unfa- 
vorable to you... If you 
give us plenty of money, we'll 
print something favorable to 
you...” This really is pretty 
bad, and I think possibly, 
though it’s very difficult to 
judge, there was a case for 
stepping in Pakistan. But 
then when a government has 
a case, and does step in, it 
doesn’t know where to stop. 
It too far, and govern- 
ments, inherently, are not the 
right people to control news- 
papers. 

I really don’t think that any 
case has been made in Ceylon 
for the government to take 
over the two principal newspa- 
er concerns in your country, 
as it is about to do. It has 
not attempted any sort of ac- 
tion in the courts against the 
newspapers, probably because 
there is no case against the 
newspapers to make. There is 
no evidence I think, that the 
newspapers in Ceylon have 
been responsible for stirring up 
communal strife. 

There is evidence that they 
might have been a little one- 
sided in their political presenta- 
tion, but against that you have 
Ceylon Radio, has been one- 
sided the other way. And if 
the government really were 
concerned with the freedom of 
the press, why take over both 
the principal newspaper con- 
cerns in Ceylon? Why not 
take over one and leave the 
other one free? It has not 
chosen to do this. [It has 
chosen instead to.take over 
both, and this seems to me un- 
warrantable and inexcusable,

Asia. Newspapers need funds 
for development. One of the 
great difficulties of newspapers 
in Asia—at least in my brief ex- 
perience of them—is that they 
are poorly equipped, poorly staf- 
fed because they can’t afford to 
pay well. Their technica! facti- 
ities-are very lacking. 


I exclude «from this the. pa- 

rs like the Indian Express, 

kistan Times, and those in 
Japan where things are pretty 
good. But if you go to a news- 
paper office let us say, in My- 
sore or Bangalore, the probabil- 
ity is that it’s a very small, 
very poorly equipped office with 
only two or three people try- 
ing to do the whole of the 
editorial work. 


Now commercial owners can 
put new capital in. 
provide means of growth. 
They can give you five extra 
men with whom to work and 
five extra men when you've 
only got a staff of three is a 
tremendous amount. They may 
provide means of development, 
of better services. They may 
even be able to buy you out 
side news services. And this is 
extremely important. 


So that although there is a 
danger, although you may get 
into trouble with the commer- 
cia! interests of the particular 
empire being forwarded by the 
owner, whoever he is, you may 
also get a means of growth and 
a strength and a development 
of the papers, which you can’t 
otherwise get. So I wouldn't 
be too worried about commer- 
cial ownership. 


Miss Jamila Chonan  (Paki- 
stan:) There are presumably 
vested interests in the Guardian 
itself. Do you find that this 
ever hampers its editorial in- 
dependence? 


Mr. Hetherington: Well, no. 
There are—I think I can say 
with firmness and complete 
honesty, there are no vested in- 
terests in the Guardian. The 
Guardian is owned by the Scott 
Trust, set up a good many 
years ago, which controls the 
entire ordinary shareholding of 
the Company running the 
Guardian. 

No individual stands to gain 
by the Guardian's operations. 


The trustees take no salaries, 


as trustees. Some of them are 
working members of the com- 
pany. The directors and senior 
executives take, in effect, only 
their salaries as working mem- 
bers of the staff. The profits 
of the company go back into 
it, with the exception of a quite 
small preference shareholding, 
most of which belongs to mem- 
bers of the staff. No individual 
stands to gain by the operations 
of the Guardian. 


Over and above that, the 
tradition of the paper is that 
the editor, once appointed, is 
left almost complete freedom. 
The only instruction the editor 
gets with the Guardian when 
he is appointed, is that he 
should carry on fhe paper in 
the same spirit as before, which 
is a nice general instruction. 


And as long as he, In the 
eyes of the trustees, continues 
to carry on the paper in that 
spirit, he is not interfered with 
at all, But there has been no 
commercial’ or vested interest 
pressure whatever on him, in 
my time as editor. None at 
all. It’s a very happy situation 
to be in. Those of us who are 
fortunate enough to work on 
newspapers owned by trusts of 
this kind, I think, are very 
proud of them, and very hon- 
ored to be able to work fof 
them. Though I’m naturally 
prejudiced, I think this is the 
best form of newspaper owner- 
ship that there is. 


Distortions 


Miss Ramjeet (British 
Guiana:) Why is it that some 
of the underdeveloped countries 
are misrepresented in a distort- 
manner in the English 
press? For instance, the coun- 
try where I come from-—~British 
Guiana. Is it because share- 
holders have vested interests in 
my country? 


Mr. Hetherington: Well, I 
would like rather to ask what 
the evidence of misrepresenta- 
tion of the affairs of British 
Guiana has been, because my 
own impression would be that 
your real complaint would be 
that the affairs of British 
Guiana simply aren't reported 
in the British press at all, 

It's only comparatively  in- 
frequentiy, when Dr. Jagan 
asks for a loan, or something 
of that kind, that much ap- 

ars In the British press about 

ritish Guiana. 


We depend—I speak of my 
own paper, but this is true of 
nearly all the British press— 
we depend for news from 
British Guiana primarily on 
Reuter’s, the main international 
news agency. As far as I 
know, Reuter’s service from 
British Guiana is not biased or 
distorted, as you suggest. 
Reuter’s, in my experience, are 
scrupulously careful to get peo- 
ple who will give a detached 
and impartial report from 
whatever country they're work- 
ing from. They're very good, 


too, about 
plaints. 

I had occasion to make in- 
quiries only. this week—not in 
connection with British Guiana 
—but as a result of a complaint 
about their reporting from 
another country. In that case, 
Reuter’s took the matter up, 


investigating com- 


went into it very carefully, and | 


gave me a very full report on 
it; a very satisfactory report 
too. 


I can’t answer specificalty on 
British Gulana, but I would be 
surprised if the complaint of 
bias and distortion were really 
justified. We are of course in 
difficulty, lately, in the Congo. 
when the crisis first blew up, 
we reported the conduct of 
Lumumba, as we thought, pret- 
ty factually, mainiy from the 
news agencies. We got quite 
a lot of letters from people 
who said: “You really are be- 
ing unfair to Lumumba! You're 
presenting him as a capricious 
and erratic man.” 


Well, in the light of what's 
happened since, was this un- 
fair? Lamumba, the day before 
yesterday, called the United Na- 
tions troops “Imperialists,” said 
that they're “a bad lot.” Yes- 
terday he seeks protection from 
them. I know he has at 
difficulties, but this is a little 
bit capricious. 

I wouldn't want to make a 
comparison between Dr. Jagan 
and Lumumba, but Dr. Jagan 
is rather an elusive character. 
He's inclined to say: “You give 
me my loan or I'll go to Rus- 
sia for it.” We've had some 
experience of this, and if we 
report Dr. Jagan for saying 
these things, when he has said 
them, is this bias? Is this dis- 
tortion? Isn't it the way Dr. 
Jagan is? 

Sensationalism 


Miss Sheila Mehra (India:) Do 
you not think there should be 
some means of controlling cer- 
tain newspapers that pander to 
the base and most depraved of 
human instincts—especially as 
these newspapers are so widely 
popular and very widely read 
also? 

Mr. Hetherington: Yes, but 
not by the government—through 
the courts. This is the first, 
though not the complete rem- 


edy. The courts can deal with 
most of the more extreme 
abuses. I recognize that this 


is not always quite enough. 
The best remedy, I think, lies 
with the press itself. Not with 
the government. 


We have in this country a 
Press Council. Some other 
countries have stronger bodies, 
particularly Sweden. The 
Swedish press undertakes to 
abide by decisions, in effect, of 
a Court of Honor which is not 
composed simply of members 
of the press, as our Press Coun- 
cil is here, Its President is the 
Governor of Stockholm. It has 
also one outside and one press 
representative on its tribunal. 
And if someone wishes to bring 
a complaint about the conduct 
of the press before this Court 
of Honor, he can do so. Now 
the newspapers undertake to 
publish the findings of the 
court. This is the second rem- 
edy. <A form of self-imposed 
restraint which the press ac- 
cepts, and I for one would like 
to see a rather stronger form 
of self-imposed restraint in 
Britain. And the same might 
apply in India and elsewhere, 

But the third safeguard— 
courts being the first and the 
Press Council (or whatever it 
may be) the second—is you, 
the public. Nothing brings the 
paper quicker to heel than if 
people stop buying it. But 
any sort of moral censorship, I 
think, does more harm than 
good. I'd much rather have a 
bit of salaciousness about Diana 
Dors, or whatever it may be 
than have a Puritan conformity 
imposed on us- 


Chairman: Yes, I agree there 
is something of the attitude of 
the elders toward Susannah in 
this business of criticizing 
papers when you buy them, Well, 
I am sure there are people who 
want to put more questions on 
this particular subject. 

Dr. Vesuna (Pakistan:) You 
mentioned a Press Council that 
would curb this sort of scanda- 
lous sensationalism, but don’t 
you think it’s high time they 
brought this in, and does one 
have to resort to the courts to 
protect the basic and funca- 
mental rights of individual 
privacy 

Mr. Hetherington: You men- 
tion privacy. Here there is 
both the recourse to the law 
courts and to a Press Council. 
On that particular issue I think 
the Press Council in Britain has 
already done a lot of good. 

In some of the most notable 
cases it has found that the com- 

laints, in fact, weren't 
justified, that the press had not 
been intruding, as it was said 
to have done; but in others, it 
has criticized or condemned the 
conduct of certain individuals 
and certain newspapers. There 
has been a real improvement, 
I think, in this country in the 
past two or three years, which, 
I would say, is mainly the re- 
sult of what the Press Council! 
has done. (Forum Service)

Roundup of U.S. Press Comments 


The threat to the dollar re- 
mained the topic of foremost 
interest to the columnists last 
week. 


While everyone agreed that 
steps must be taken to relieve 
the pressure on the dollar, there 
was considerable unhappiness 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
Anderson's blunt and overpubli- 
cized demand that West Ger- 
many hand over large annual 
sums for American troop sup- 
port. A few observers felt that 
it was useful for Mr. Anderson 
to have brought the dollar 
problem so forcibly to Europe- 
But the majority 
regarded the urgency-bordering- 
on-panic of the Anderson mis- 
sion to Bonn as undignified and, 
to start with, unnecessary. 


“We see no evidence,” said a 
New York Times editorial, “that 
our ‘balance-of-payments prob- 
lems are sO great as to be in- 
superable by relatively modest 
measures ... ho public evi- 
dence that our financial affairs 
are in such disorder that: we 
must make the most serious 
political and military decisions 
solely on economic grounds, or 
that our Secretary .of the 
Treasury must go on such a 
hurried begging expedition as 
has been Mr. Anderson's.” 


Bonn Fiasco 


Cc. L. Sulzberger, in the New 
York Times, said the Elisen- 
hower move to stem the gold 
outflow by repatriating military 
dependents and curbing pro- 
curement overseas was neither 
prompt nor adequate. And 
though the “fat«iripping” West 
Germany rejected Washington's 
brusque demand that it pay 
$600 million a year to help sup- 
port U.S. troops in Europe, it 
made no sense for the US. to 
brush aside its substantial 
counter offers. It is paradoxi- 
cal, too, that while Eisenhower 
is trying to conrbat the pay- 
ment deficit, American business- 
men are sending their capital 


abroad by the carload. The 
U.S. tax structure is outmoded 
and, by forcing capital abroad 
to make profit, is depriving the 
U.S. of exports. The U.S. needs 
strong new ws which will 
make investment abroad much 
less attractive. “Obviously, the 
iliness, which might be defined 
as “aurophilia” or “Fort Knox 
hemorrhage,” is not going to be 
cured by little, late measures. 
Legal surgery is required.” 
David Lawrence, in his syndi- 
cated column, «thought § the 
Anderson visit to Bonn has 
served the important purpose 
of putting America’s cards on 
the table. The U.S. wants the 
cooperation of its prosperous 
allies in bolstering the dollar. 
If it is not forthcoming, .Con- 
gress may see fit to enact such 
stringent measures as more 
protective tariffs, partial embar- 
goes on tourist travel and re- 
strictions on their purchases 


abroad. Moreover, there are 

till many people in the U.S. 

ho advocate an end to all for- 
eign aid, or at least a radical 
diminution. It may be painful 
to ask one’s friends for help, 
but U.S. funds have been flow- 
ing without break to Burope 
for 15 years. No country’s re- 
sources, even those of the U.S., 
are unlimited. 

Seymour Freidin, in the New 
York Post, called the Anderson 
mission to Bonn a spectacular 
and foredoomed failure which 
has only added to the loss of 
American prestige in Europe. 
With elections coming up, 
Chancellor Adenauer could not 
accept a proposal which would 
mean increased taxes. But the 
German refusal angered Secre- 
tary Anderson. “Nothing like 
this ever happened before to a 
one-time rich uncle, still saddled 
with vast commitments, at the 
hands of a once undernourished 
protege he almost single-handed- 
ly restored to flourishing 
health.” 

Joseph Alsop, in the Washing- 
ton Post, decried the attempt 
by Eisenhower and Anderson 
to force West Germany “almost 
at pistol point” to contribute 
$600 million a year for the sup- 
port of U.S. troops. Adenauer 
and his Government were pre- 
pared to help the U.S. solve its 
payment deficit, and indeed they 
made significant counteroffers. 
But Secretary Anderson brushed 
them aside and created con- 
siderable bitterness. It is 
another: example of the Ejisen- 
hower Administration's tenden- 
cy to let financial advisers 
affect policy which should be 
outside their realm. But what- 
ever the explanation for the 
Bonn fiasco, the iong-neglected 
balance of payments problem 
will be a severe handicap to Mr. 
Kennedy's plans at home and 
abroad.

Western Europe stands 
on its own feet not only econo- 
micaily but also militarily and 
spiritually.” 


Joseph Barry, in his syn- 
dicated column, termed the An- 
derson mission “Operation Emp- 
ty Hands,” and said it was the 
type of treatment Europeans 
used to get when they visited 
Washington. After eight years 
of experience you would think 
that an administration would 
know better than to announce 
its intentions to ask for money 
before it was sure of getting it. 
But the unyielding Anderson 
made a mess of it and hinted 
that, if it is between the dollar 
and Western security, the West 
had better look out for its sec- 
urity. “It is, of course, the ex- 
tension of domestic policy to 
foreign policy. What a legacy 
for the next President!” 

Edwin Dale in the New York 
Times, laid the failure of the 
Bonn talks to a difference of 
opinion on the nature of the 
U.S. balance of payments def- 
icit- The West Germans insist 
the trouble is only temporary 
and that U.S. prospects are fa- 
vorable. Exports are way up, 
and when the present outflow 
of volatile investment capital 
to Europe stops or is reversed, 
the deficit will be largely 
solved. Therefore, the Ger- 
mans say, the temporary pal- 
liatives they offered would be 
enough. But Mr. Anderson be- 
lieves that the payments prob- 
lem is deeper than that and 
needs permanent measures, in- 
cluding West German payments 
for U.S. troops. The question

Problems and Policies 


Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, after a 
visit to Brazil judged that the 
course of that mammoth coun- 
try is likely to be deeisive for 
the rest of Latin. America. 
There is some pro-Castro senti- 
ment but it tis far below the 
surface because Bragil, though 
democratic, is a strongly led 
country on its way to an eco- 
nomic “takeoff.” The. Brazil- 
jlans think that they will now 
get a more attentive hearing in 
Washington, because, they say, 
the Kennedy Administration 
will understand “the role of the 
public sector in a free eco- 
nomy.” But in the realm of 
foreign policy, Brazil will make 
it clear that she is not under 
the thumb of the United States. 
The new Quadros Administra- 
tion will probably recognize the 
Soviet Union and Red China 
and may even align itself with 


the “neutralists” on some is- 
sues. But this will be no cause 
for hysterics. Besentially, 


Brazil will remain close to the 
United States.

PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Sports may become compulsory 
in French universities and 
schools if a reform proposed by 
Louis Joxe, French Minister 
of Education, goes into effect. 


This drastic step is suggested 
following the poor showing of 
French athletes at this year’s 
Olympic Games in Rome. 
France won only two silver 
and two bronze medals. 


Joxe has also proposed 
that scholarships be granted to 
enable French athletes to give 
more time to sports, and to 
perfect themselves in their par- 
ticular sport so that they can 
compete against representatives 
of countries where, although 
professional sport is not recog- 
nized, sports are heavily subsid- 
ized by the state. 

Such scholarships, said a 
spokesman of the Ministry of 
| Education, would allow likely 
|youngsters and young men to 
|pass a certain time at the 
French National Sports Insti- 
tute, situated in the Bois 
ide Vincennes, an eastern Paris 
| suburb. “But,” added the 
spokesman, “We are afraid that 
these scholarships are not for 
the immediate future.” 

The award of scholarships is 
not welcomed by ail sports 
federations. The Athletics 
Federation, for example, is ab- 
solutely opposed to scholarships 
on the ground that they are 
“contrary to amateur status.” 

On the other hand, the Fenc- 
ing Federation appears over- 
joyed with the idea. Fencing 
is one of the sports, with cycl- 
ing, in which France has 
always held her own at the 
Olympic Games and world 
championships. But this year

- While, as we have 
already intimated, the new Cabinet strikes us as being a 
genuine attempt to choose the most suitable men for the 
various posts, we hope that the political experiences of 
the past year will serve to inculcate a greater sense of 
responsibility in the Diet so that questions as to what is 
best for the nation can be thoroughly threshed out on 
their merits. Greater political maturity on the part of 
those who have put themselves forward to be our legisla- 
tors is a sine qua non if we are to maintain and enhance 
éur place in international affairs and, at the same time, 
éfisure the best possible livelihood for our people. The 
ministers should be able to give a lead but they need the 
Suipport mot only of the professed politicians but of the 


public. 


Troubles Await Ikeda Gov’t 


Far From ‘Powerful and Stable Regime’ Promised Nation 


By HAJIME IKEDA and TSUNEO SAITO 


The newly-born second Ikeda 
Cabinet in many re: cts ap 
pears to be one of ‘e most 
shaky and unstable postwar 
Cabinets. 

In the first place, it 1s feared 
that the new Government will 
not be able to survive the 
position offensive expected in 
the current special postelection 
Diet session, which is scheduled 
to launch full-swing delibera- 
tions next week, as well as in 
the 38th Ordinary Diet session 
to be convened around Dee. 25. 

Secondly, for various reasons 
the new Ixeda Government is 
not considered wholly capable 
of achieving the election planks 
it pledged in the Nov. 20 elec- 
tion, 

Thirdly, the intraparty so!i- 


darity of the Government party 


does not seem to be firm enough 
to overcome these obstacles 
which lie ahead. 

At the same time, Liberal- 
Democratic factional leaders are 
ready to take advantage of any 
mistake that the Ikeda Cabinet 
may make to increase their in- 
traparty influence with an eye 
to the next Cabinet. 

Thus, from the very outset, 
the second Ikeda Cabinet is 
faced with a gloomy outlook 
with gale warnings ahead. 

Although it would be too 
hasty to predict the early down- 
fall of the Ikeda regime merely 
on the basis of this situation, 
there is no denying that the 
new Cabinet is far from the 
“powerful and stable regime 
based on firm party solidarity,” 
that Ikeda himself had promis- 
ed earlier. 

The strange situation, in 
which the ruling party, after 
gaining a landslide victory in 
the last general election by win- 
ning 300 of the 467 House of 
Representatives seats, has 
formed a Cabinet so unstable as 
to seem incapable of weathering 
the Diet storms, is explained 
by the chaotic wrangling over 
nomination of the Lower House 
Speaker which took place after 
the convocation of current 
Diet session last Monday.

Particular efforts are requir- 
ed to hold the economic growth 
rate at 9 per cent in the face 
of the possible impact of the 
U.S. dollar saving program. 

Ikeda may also have difficulty 
in maintaining a foreign policy 
under the banner of antineu- 
tralism in favor of the West, in 
view of the inauguration of 
John F,. Kennedy as U.S. Pres- 
ident. It is predicted that 
Japan's policy toward Commu- 
nist China will impose a heavy 
strain on the new Ikeda Admin- 
istration. 

Another difficulty lying in the 
way of the new Cabinet is the 
problem of how to maintain a 
balance between social security 
expenses and tax reduction in 
compiling the fiscal 1961 na- 
tional budget. The Finance 
Ministry’s draft budget is ex- 
pected to be submitted by the 
end of the year. 

All Government ministries are 
expected to give the finance 
authorities a hard time by de- 
manding larger allocations. The 
Government and ruling party 
are in for rough weather at Diet 
deliberations on the budget too, 
because the Socialists and Demo- 
cratic Socialists make a point 
of keeping a close watch on 
Government spending plans.

However, the line-up of the 
new Cabinet members resulting 
from this policy has not proved 
to be convincingly powerful. 

At the same time, former

cause of dissatisfaction with the 
allocation of Cabinet poste for 
his faction, is forming an oppo- 
sition clique among the Liberal- 
Democratic Party’s so-called 
eight divisions. : 

On the surface, the party's 
multiple cliques sent represen- 
tatives into the new Cabinet in 
a of cooperation toward 
the Prime Minister. But ripples 
are stirring underneath. 

Ikeda himself curtly rejected 
the demands of the Ohno and 
Fujiyama factions for two seats 
each and boycotted the Ishii fac- 
tion altogether. 

As in the first Ikeda Cabinet, 
the new Cabinet revolves around 
the bureaucratic group repre- 
sented by Ikeda, Kishi and Sato. 

However, the party's many 
chieftains do not evaluate 
Ikeda’s — competence 
very highly, and some are even 
seeking an opportunity to take 
over Ikeda’s coveted post in the 
near future. 

The Diet also a head- 
ed for trouble.

An Open Letter to Mr. Paul ‘Aurell 


Dear Sir: 

I'am sure that being a 
columnist is not easy, and |] 
also apologize before starting 
for criticizing one column out 
of so many that you have 
written, particularly when 
I have never written to com- 
_ you on the many that 

have enjoyed—but the one 
that appeared in The Japan 
Times on Sunday, Dec. 4, just 
cannot go unchallenged. 

On that day, I was riding 
in a second class car oh the 
main Sanyo Line between Ko- 
be and Himeji, passing over 
the same tracks to which you 
referred in your ip from To- 
kyo to Hiroshima. was with 
a few of my friends who are 
professors in government uni- 
versities, We rode second class 
because they cannot afford to 
ride first class. They most as 
suredly cannot afford to ride 
in a compartment, on the Asa- 
kaze which you described in 
your high praise.of the Japa- 
nese railway system. 

We were standing because it 
was a very busy week-end. 
Only minutes after I read the 
statement in your column: 
“You can really get places 
on the steel rails of the great- 
est railway system in_ the 
world,” the train drew to an 
abrupt halt. Two people, one 
of whom was eating from a 


small wooden lunch box, feh 
on me. There was a mess and 
confusion, although, in inimi- 
table Japanese style, no one 
took the inconv too se 
riously. 


It took us. only minutes to 
learn that the train had struck 
a three-wheeled truck at an 
unguarded, unrailed crossing, 
instantly killing the driver. 
Both of my friends remarked 
almost simultaneously that this 
type of thing happens all too 
often because of the extreme- 
ly inadequate protective devices 
at railroad crossings, which are 
the responsibility of the Japa- 
nese National Railway. 


I think I have already made 
my point, Mr. Aurell, I have 
lived in Japan too long to ac- 
cept willingly the bouquets that 
are tossed needlessly at the 
national railway system, simp- 
ly because the trains are 4al- 
ways on time. The Asakaze, 
which is readily available to 
you, is not available to 99.9 
per cent of the Japanese peo- 
ple. To save ¥100, they will 
often stand for hours in dirty, 
noisy, atid miserable coaches. 
Unfortunately, these facilities 
are all that even some of the 
country’s so-called intellectuals 
ean afford.
